Demonstrate Association of Alcohol 
with the Observable Evidence of 
the Suspect’s Impairment 
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Advantages of PBT 


• Corroborate other evidence 

• Confirm officer’s judgment 


• Confirm alcohol as cause of impairme 

• Help establish probable cause for DWI arrest 
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Possible Factors Affecting 
Preliminary Breath Tests 

• Breath sample composition 

• Breath sample cooling 

• Residual mouth alcohol 

• Contaminants in the breath 

• Radio frequency interference
